In the covering letter which the 


Germans presented, two 
important 


questions outside the conference were 
raised. The first was the military 
evacuation of the Ruhr and the oth 
er zones outside the Rhineland and 
the other was the question of the 
retention of allied railway men in 
the Ruhr.

“Fifty dollars and costs" was 
a tag phrase with him. 
Tlie judge was born in England in 
18KI. 
His was no pampered child 
hood. 
He worked for what he receiv­ 
ed and was not graduated from night 
ly y school until he was 36 years old. 
Hb has been in public office almost 
continuously since then, as assistant 
city attorney, city attorney, police 
m agistrate and judge.

Colony, 
near Lake W innipeg, now within the 
province of Manitoba, Canada. Soon 
after his arrival a t Lake Winnipeg 
he proceeded up the Red River of the 
North and the western fork thereof 
to its source, and thence down the 
Minnesota River to Mendota, the con­ 
fluence of the Minnesota and Mis­ 
sissippi Rfvers, where he located.

Mendota, 
Minnesota, 
January 
28, 
1864, and resided in Minnesota until 
July 1, 1871, when she accompanied 
her husband to Devils Lake Agency, 
Fort Totten, near Devils Lake, then 
Dakota T erritory. 
A fter 10 years 
she and Major McLaughlin moved to 
Standing Rock Agency. This was in

1,043 members of home-makers' clubs 
in the state. A-. these club member-! 
are from the more progressive farm 
families, it is believed that the le- 
turns from the questionnaire indi- 
cate a larger proportion of the farms 
producing food for home consumption 
than would be the case with the aver- 
age farm in the state.

Tells of Ancestry 


Mrs. Marie McLaughlin, in t1>o fore- 


word to hes book, "Myths of tbe 
Sioux," published by the Bismarck 
Tribune Company, dated May 1, 1913, 
told of her ancestry. 


In publishing these 'Myths of the 


Sioux', I deem it proper to state that 
I am of one-fourth Sioux blood. My 
maternal grandfather, Capt. Duncan 
Graham, a Scotchman by birth, who 
had seen service in the British Army, 
wus one of a party of Scotch High- 
landers who in 1811 arrived in tho 
British Northwest by wny of York 
Factory, Hudson Bay, to found what 
was known as the Selkirk 
Calory. 


near Lake Winnipag, now within the 
province of Manitoba, Canada. Soon 
after his arrival at Lake Winnipeg 
he proceeded up the Red River of the 
North and the western fork thereof 
to its source, and thence down tho 
Minnesota River to Mcndota, the con- 
fluence of the Minnesota and Mis- 
sissippi Rrvers, where he located. 


My grandmother, Ha-za-ho-ta-win, 


wns a full-blood of the Mcdawakanton

Mrs. McLaughlin stated she was 


born December 8, 1842, at Wabasha, 
Minnesota, then Indian country, and 
resided there until 14 years old 
when she was sent to 
school at 


Prairie dy fhien, Wisconsin'. 
She 


was married to Mtijor McLaughlin at 
-Mcndota, 
Minnesota. January 
88, 


1864, and resided in Minnesota until 
July 1, 187], when she accompanied 
her husband to Devils Lake Agency, 
Fort Totten. near Devils Lnke, then 
Dakota Territory. 
After 10 years 


she and Major McLaughiin moved to 
Standing Rock Agency. This was in 
1881. 


"Having been born and reared in 


an Indian community, I at an early 
ace acquired a thorough knowledge 
of the Sioux language, and hnvmg 
lived on Indian reservations for the 
past forty years in a position which 
brought me very near to the Indians, 
whose confidence T possessed, I have, 
therefore, had exceptional opportun- 
ities of learning the 
legend* 
and 


folk-lore of the Sioux."

He concluded with a short 
talk on the celebration proposed, on 
September 12, partially as a tribute 
to General Pershing who is due to

tle of San Mihiel and partly as a 
test of the Federal Reserve Officers 
system. 
On that day, on paper only, 
a test will be mhde of the ability of 
the Reserve to report itself ready 
for active duty. 
Dr. Quain who com­ 
mands a Medical Regiment in the 
Reserve conibatted the propaganda 
now put forth by many pacifists that 
this test is to be 
physical 
and a 
great expense to the taxpayers. 
Dr. 
Quain asserted that his organization 
is a shell of officers only, th at this 
is true with regard to all other Re­ 
serve organizations, and th at beyond 
the expense of a form letter to him 
from his superior officer the com­ 
munication expense of the test in his 
orgunizntion, which is the total ex­ 
pense, will be born hy the officers 
of his command.
